Louis Julianelle 
1895 1944 


"Louis Julianelle, Ph.D., Chairman the Division Infectious Diseases, 
Public Health Research Institute, New York City, died New York, August 12, 
the age forty-nine. Having spent more than twenty-five years laboratory 
research had achieved recognition one the outstanding figures 
iology and immunology, being most noted for his work trachoma and inclusion 
listerellosis, staphylococci, Friedlander's bacilli and pneumococci, 
and was still the prime research activity. His untimely passing mourned 
numerous friends and out the laboratory. 

"Completing his undergraduate education Yale 1917, Julianelle received 
his M.S. degree there 1919 and was awarded the doctor's degree Pennsylvania 
1922. was senior bacteriologist Philadelphia General Hospital from 1920
